State Prison here Sunday night 
died en route to Robert Long 
Hospital in Indianapolis. 
Warden

Lash 
said 
Michael Layton, 31, allegedly 
threw a flammable substance on 
Russell L. McChristian, 39, and 
then ignited the substance. 
McChristian had been in the 
prison since June 1, 1971 on a 
parole violation. He had been 
sentenced originally from Mar­ 
ion County, in 1952 on a robbery 
charge, but was released on pa­ 
role in 1969. 
Layton was sentenced from 
Shelby 
Co. 
in 
1967 
on two 
counts of murder in the robbery 
and fatal wounding of an Indi­ 
anapolis man in a service sta­ 
tion robbery. 
“ I don't believe there are any 
racial overtones in the inci­ 
dent,” Lash said. “I am afraid 
some persons outside the prison 
will take it for that, but I don’t 
believe it is racial.”

(Earlier Story on Page 6) 
WASHINGTON (AP) — State 
legislatures do not have to go 
out of their way to carve out 
separate districts 
for 
blacks 
and other minority groups, the 
Supreme Court ruled 5 to 3 to­ 
day in an Indiana case. 
Unless 
there 
is 
evidence 
ghetto residents are not partici­ 
pating in the political process 
they can be lumped together 
with surrounding white voters 
in one multi-member district, 
Justice Byron R. White said. 
The ruling upsets the judg­ 
ment of a federal court in In­ 
dianapolis that the blacks in 
the 
city’s 
center 
township 
ghetto” are entitled to have 
their own state senators and 
representatives. 
White said the Supreme Court 
has always been alert to the 
rights of Negroes but could find 
nothing to show' that the blacks 
in the Indiana city were not 
allowed to register or vote or to 
be “equally represented” .in. the 
selection of state legislators. 
Moreover, White said, since 
poor blacks in Indianapolis gen­ 
erally 
are 
members 
of 
the 
Democratic Party, it is unlikely 
that 
the 
Democratic 
party 
“ could afford to overlook the 


ghetto 
in 
slating 
its 
candi­ 
dates.” 
The court’s liberal bloc, Jus­ 
tices William O. Douglas, Wil­ 
liam J. Brennan Jr., and Thur- 
good Marshall, dissented. 
Justice John M. Harlan filed 
a separate opinion saying the 
court is pursuing a “will-o’-the- 
wisp” and should stay out of 
such apportionment disputes. 
Douglas said the city’s blacks 
are surrounded by white voters 
and "it is asking the impossible 
for us to demand 
that the 
blacks first show that the effect 
of the scheme 
was 
to dis­ 
courage or prevent poor blacks 
from 
voting or joining such 
party as they choose.” 
He added: “On this record, 
the voting rights of the blacks 
have been abridged, as I read 
the Constitution.”

As we traveled north through the 
I Highlands of Scotland, we saw the lochs, 
* the deer forests, the mountains, the 
1 moors, and then we dropped down to 
- Gairlock on the sea. Here we took pic- 
Z tures of sheep grazing on the golf course 
; with only the greens protected from the 
T sheep. 
2 
The area is a sheltered spot with the 
* Gulf Stream providing warmth and lack 
* of frost. 
The gardens at Inverewe are now the 
property of the National Trust for Scot­ 
land, but they are an example of what a 
persistent 
Scotsman 
can 
accomplish 
when he has a dream in his heart. 
In 1862 Osgood Mackenzie bought this 
rocky barren peninsula of peat bogs, wild 
rocks, stunted heather, and crowberry, 
there was only a bit of red Torridonian 
sandstone and crushed rock for soil. He 
had been to China and the Orient and 
longed to bring back shrubs and flowers 
that he had seen growing there. He pick­ 
ed this site for his garden and spent the 
rest of his life working on it. He had soil 
brought in by barge and carried by creels 
to provide beds for the plants. 
This peninsula (or Am Ploc Art, high 
lump) catches every wind that blows, so 
his first job was to plant a thick belt of 
Corsican pine and Scots fir to provide a 
wind-break. Thick hedges of Rhododen­ 
dron were set out. Birch, oak, mountain 
ash, larch, beech, and Douglas firs were 
planted. Many of them are still growing 
today. 
There is a rainfall at Inverewe averag­ 
ing nearly sixty inches a year, but the 
day we were there, the sun shone, and we 
spent one and one half hours walking 
through the many paths that now thread 
the gardens. Plants and shrubs from all 
over the world thrive here, and are each 
identified by a sign giving their botanical 
name and countiy of origin. 
The large Camellia on the drive was 
said to be 200 years old. It had been 
2 bought at a sale at Old Dumdonnel 
3 House and transplanted. It has bloomed 
- every year since with pink and white 
2 flowers. 
There is a Japanese garden, an Austra- 
2 lian tree fern, bamboo, New Zealand 
Z shrubs, and plants from Asia, South 
; America, and Africa. The Rock Garden 
2 lists 49 different special plants. The Peat 
2 Banks and Small Pond has 48 species, 
- and the Large Pond Area and Wet Valley 
2 has 27 species.

m ake sun bathers super-sensi­ 
tive, and. their own ignorance. 
Am ericans, spend more than 
$50 million a year looking for 
the 
right 
suntan preparation, 
although an official of the Food 
and Drug A dm inistration says, 
"T here’s nothing that will p re­ 
vent a sunburn except staying 
out of the sun.” 
The Am erican Medical Asso­ 
ciation won’t go that far. It 
cautions 
m oderation 
in 
ex­ 
posure to the sun and says, 
“ Properly applied suntan lotion 
can be helpful in preventing a 
burn and promoting a tan if 
you 
use one 
suited 
to 
your 
needs.” 
T hat’s the problem. 
“ The selection of one brand 
of suntan preparation over an­ 
other is virtually a hit-and-miss 
procedure,” 
said 
the 
AMA’s 
Committee on Cosmetics.

Claims made in the label on 
a suntan preparation are a buy­ 
e r’s most im portant clue in lo­ 
tion hunting. 


Under federal law, if the la ­ 
bel 
says

product prevents 
sunburn, the product is consid­ 
ered a drug. The label must list 
its 
active 
ingredients, 
which 
m ust 
include 
the 
chem icals 
called 
sunscreens. If a prod­ 
uct’s label says only that it pro­ 
motes tanning, it is classified a 
cosm etic and is not required to 
list 
ingredient 
or 
protect 
against the sun. 
How widely the effectiveness 
of products that claim to p re ­ 
vent sunburn can vary was in­ 
dicated by a study in the New 
England Journal of Medicine. 


The study showed that three 
experim ental 
form ulas, 
which 
have since been m arketed, fil­ 
tered out as m uch as 80 per 
cent of the sun’s burning rays. 
The more popular products in 
the sam e line provided about 10 
per cent protection, with sev­ 
eral others offering even less. 
The study, done on hum an 
volunteers, said none of the 24 
popular brands tested offered 
adequate protection for more 
than an hour, and 20 products 
afforded alm ost no protection 
for even 30 m inutes when the 
subjects were sweating heavily. 
The m akers of tanning but­ 
ters, m ineral oils and baby oils 
prom ise help tow ard a deep, 
dark tan. But the AMA warns 
against overconfidence in prod­ 
ucts 
without 
sunscreens 
and 
notes that baby and m ineral 
oils in particular “ will not pro­ 
mote tanning; or prevent burn­ 
ing.”

By O’RYAN RICKARD 
Associated Press Writer 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Be­ 
fore recessing for the summer 
the U.S. Supreme Court is to 
rule on an Indiana redistricting 
case in which residents of Indi­ 
anapolis’ Center Township are 
seeking 
single-mem her

senator and representative dis­ 
tricts. 
In dealing with another situ­ 
ation Thursday, the court may 
have tipped its hand. In an un­ 
signed opinion, the court said: 
"We agree that when district 
courts are forced to fashion ap­ 
portionment plans single-mem­ 
ber districts are preferable to 
large multimember districts.’’ 
A U.S. District Court panel in 
Indianapolis ruled in favor of 
Marion County Democrat, who 
filed the action, but the state 
appealed the ruling to the high­ 
er court. 
The 
district judges 
agreed 
with the Democrats that Indi­ 
ana’s large, multi-member dis­ 
tricts deprive minority groups 
of adequate representation. 
The statement in the unsigned 
opinion by the court came in a 
ruling that new districting plans 
. that could affect voting rights of 
Southern Negroes do not have to 
be submitted to the U.S. Su­

But Roudebush says he is not 
ruling out another try for his 
old Fifth District seat in the 
House of Representatives. 
“I am not shutting the door,” 
said the 1970 Republican candi­ 
date for U. S. senator. Roude­ 
bush resigned 
his nomination 
for the congressional seat after 
winning the GOP nod as its Sen­ 
ate candidate. 
He was defeated in his bid for 
the Senate by incumbent Dem­

Ruckelshaus

habit 
and return to a “theology of the 
earth,” the Nixon administra­ 
tion’s top pollution fighter, Wil­ 
liam D. Ruckelshaus, said Sun­ 
day in a commencement speech 
to Butler University graduates 
here. 


The 
Environmental 
Protec­ 
tion Agency Director warned 
that this country could become 
a continental sewer .in. less than 
a generation, if the habit is not 
broken and if earth manage­ 
ment efforts are accompanied 
by population control. 
“We have less than a genera­ 
tion to make up our minds what 
we want to do to our environ­ 
ment. If we choose wrong this 
country could become a conti­ 
nental sewer, the former Indi­ 
anapolis lawyer said. 
The 
Environmental 
Protec­ 
tion Agency administartor add­ 
ed, “ But one generation should 
be long enough, if we wish, to 
get back to our roots, instill re­ 
spect for our heritage and re­ 
turn to a sensible theology of 
the earth.” 
“ One thing is certain. A popu­ 
lation that rises geometrically 
will ultimately doom all private 
and public efforts to save the 
earth and even maintain our 
present standard of living,” he 
said. 
“There can be no ultimate en­ 
vironmental 
control 
without 
some 
limits 
on 
population.” 
That, he said, places a heavy 
responsibility on young people. 
He said Americans are be­ 
ginning to learn that economic 
growth isn’t as important” as a 
growth of spirit, beauty, of kind­ 
ness, of love, of fundamental 
human decency.” 
Oean air and water, creative 
leisure and an uncluttered coun­ 
tryside may be reality only “iff 
we try; if we are willing to 
make the hard choices, to not 
cop out, to not despair,” he ob­ 
served. 
He suggested all major eco­ 
nomic and social decisions be- 
made in terms of “the whole 
earth and its entire panoply of 
human 
and 
material 
re­ 
sources.” 
The university awarded 454 
undergraduate and graduate de­ 
grees and three honorary de­ 
grees.
